This they ſpread among che peopte h:re, ro keepe them in 
a temper for any impreſſion, and from cl;ſing cordially with their true Inte- 
reſt, who ſtill roo much believe them , notwithſtanding they have had (0 
wany experiences of theſe impoſtures, There having ſc uce ever been any 
conſiderable Vifory given to our party from the good hard of Gad, wha 
ha: h wanderfiully owned our c2uſe, which bath not had for a Percarſor ſome 
Malignant report of our sfſe. Wee (hail not now trouble the reader with 
what rare reports are come tO Us this weeks from France, H:34nd,and Scot- 
land, of boſſe, routs, and total defeats, of cur Foices, running aw y of our 
chief Commanders, either to Sea, or to Dublin at beſt , where they will 
have them beſieged. And that the good Cacholque, and Scottiſh Prerby- 
gerian party have ic all before them. Thu refuge of lyes th: bayle ſhall ſweepe 
away. And for the ſatisfaQion of ſuch as deſire to know the truth of 
| theſe affaices, wee have publiſhed this Relation from the Letters of two 
worthy perſons, who wrote what they ſaw, and to ali cither wiſe men or 


good men, they carry their evidence with them. 
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far God hath helped us 3 and wee eannot yet perceive. that our 
kedmefſe,( though exceeding great } hath drawne buck his good hayd.

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more ſafety, and conveniencies fake , ficſt playd wicir eig%, 
ces,and two Mortyr- peices upon the Caftle, and finding the 
Atterable, courage began wonderfuily to increaſe in us, and to 
File in the befieged. The Towne within had two thouſand able men, 
Df Marrinzrs, and before our comming they had-caken in from Or 
”mmd eight hundred Auxiliaries, and fince our fitting downe, they had 
receiv. d in twenty Colours more from the other ſhore ( not be by us 
impeached) and they bad gabled all their ſtreets, and had plenty of 
 A'tillery, Armes , andall manner of Prov'ftons z and till the trya}l of 
our Cannon, they appeared very diring, butnow on a ſudden, all fpirie, 
counſell; and manhood, cauſl.fly forſook them. 

The people within could not be reſtrained from boating away by 
W.ter, this made the Magiſtrates ſeek a party, which granted, my Lord 
proff:red onely to the Souldier to depart home, renouncing bearing 
Armes againſt che Parliament of England for the: future , and for che 
T.wae, their perſons were to b: ſecured from yiolence, and 2heir goods 
from plurider. | 

This was accepted, and by my Lords. hand figned ; but before delj- 
very, the Cap .aine of the Caſtle having ſome Trunks of value, belong- 
ing to Sir Ratph Afton, it ſfeemes cur of hope to ſave the ſame, agrees 
by himfſclfe for biz owne Souldiery, and immediatly receives in a Garri- 
fon of ours. The Towne therefore ſeeing their Commillioners not re- 
turned, but our Flag advanced upon the Caſtle, and our Gunns <( for 
they were to play all the Treaty ) traverſed from the Caſtle and bent 
againft them , diſpaired preſerily , and ſome of the Souldiers threw 
themſelves over the Wall amiongft our Horſe; but the greateſt pare made 
eſcape by Water, This being {een by vs made ny fall on, and ftorme 
with LidJerr, and withont refiftance, or loſſe of a man the Towne was 
entred, won, and fackr; The ſpoyling of th: Towne was extreamly in- 
commodious to cur ſelves, and we all defired to reſerve ie for our Win- 
ter accommodation, both parties were agreed abvur it, and the agree- 
ment wat drawne and fizned, but God had otherwife determined up- 
on ir. 

Indeed the Towne, though of o'd Engliſh ex:raRion, and retaining 
the old E:gliſh D.il;& till without Iriſh mixture, .and ſuch as had nog 
been very obftinate from th: b:ginning from letting us in.upon termes, 
had not O-mmds Military FaRtion overrul:d ; yet were guilty of much 
Piracy, having beea-the rec;pracle of all che Princes roving F:igors for 
diverſe yeares paſt, and ſo we may conceive God had a further quarrely 
with them then we had, and by him the iſſS was otherwiſe ordered 

Laen either we. or the Itifhthad delizned. 
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Upon eatring the Towne, abou men were put to the 
Sword, and about more drowned by overcharging Veſſels 
in the flight, and great ſpoyle and havock was made of many rich com- 
modtties, fo that now we are inforced go ſeek further for a Winter re- 
tirement, and want that refreſhment which elſe che place might have 
afforded in the declining of the yearez but for my part, Iam firong in 
my confidence. that this is ſo direQed by God for our good ; and that 
though our Army be now very ſick and impaired, and likely co be fur- 
ther weakened by accefle of Winter, and more guſty weather, yet Gud 
croſſes us here, that we may onely be better provided for and entertained 
elſewhere. My Lord accordingly is now advancing to Rofſe, the moſt 
invincible reſuze and Rendezvouz of the Iriſh, and if the ſame felicicy 
attend us berein, which hath hicherto been faithfull co ue, this will be a 
ſtrange cricicall day betwixt us, eſp:cially when their greateſt ſtrength is 
to encounter with our greateſt weaknes: All our diſadvantage is,that we 
f,htnort with men artned with Reele, but with Walls Lined wich men ; 
and that our Enemies doe not onely lye in Ambuſcadoe behind Wal's, 
but ( as I may ſay ) Sehind dileaſer, cempeſts, wants, and difficals ways; 
for nothing is more obvious to ſenſe then thie, that a Lyon-like heart j3 
inſpircd into our men, whilſt all that is Manlike is taken from our E- 

My=« 
la I La bar beleive that the time is now com? , or nezre at hand, 
which the ſoules of che Saints have ſo long cryed out for from under the 
Aſtac, ard that God s now rovzing himſelfe to returne unto Babylon, 
that which (h:e hath fo cruelly iifl At'd for ſo many yeares upon nt. 
And for the cheite Inftrument in this buſinefle choſen by God , « dovbs 
not bat he knows 3 he has in ht; hands the Arrow: of -Gods deliverance 
againſt Aſſyriz; and therefyre he will not ſmite che ground with them 
twice or thrice as the King of Iſrael did; buthe wilt d:{charge fix or (e- 
ven tim2s, till the Enemy be wholly confumed.

Upon our returnz to Dublin from Droghedah ( where th: Lord had 
beſt uz) 1 Writ co you forme account what he had done for nt, which 


[ hope ece this thneyou have received, Since then weMaichr from _ 
i 1 


. Jis: bicher., (_beeiog above Threelcyre Miles Southward- upon the Sea 
Coaſt.) wee were nine or ten dayes.upon our March, andhad five Gar» 
riſons of the Enemy either ſucrendered, or quiued, or left tous upon 
our March, fo as pe. cleared alhour way as we came, aid fetled/fmall 
Garciſans for our felyetat every tea or tiyelve Miles diſtance alongthe 
S:a Cog}, we lay before this/Citty eight dayes, and the ninth day 
which was the elcaventh of this Month, God delivered it, and the {trong 
Caſtle thereof into our hands, having g2tthe For: (ix Miles off, upon the 
mouth of the Haven; the next day after we came, the Enemy that kept is 
(their hearts being taken away)run out of the Fort upon the fickt appear 
rance of our Men, and betook them(elys to a Pyrat Fiigoty belonging to 
this Town) which Road within the mouth of the Haven is wiihin ſhot of 
the Fort) and cur Men playing upon them but three or fouce ſhouts 
with their owne Guns ( which they Icftin the Fort ) they preſently 
ſent a ſhoare and ſurrendred both theinſelves ( Priſoners ) and allo the 
Frigot with fxteene or eigh(cene peices of Ordnance in her. This 
gave us opportunitie for cur ſhips and Veſlells, thatattended us along the 
Coaft from Dablin with Provifions, Ordnance, and Amniunition, to be 
brought into the Haven, and ſoup to the Campe neer the Towne, where 
the Army lay, within Foute or Five dayes, ic {ooneas the Winds and 
ſpring Tide ſerved. But in this time our Men endured great exrsemity 
for want of bread, and other neceſfaries, wee had a ftrong Enemy with= 
in the Towne, and Feild Army greater then ours hovering about us, 
( for moſt part within a dayes March ) bus keeping themſclves upon 
the advantage, of Rivers, Hills, and Woods, and not having confidence 
to come out to fizhtus. On Wedenſday laſt having made our approg- 
ches, and prepared our . Batterys, we made two breaches into the Caſtle. 
hey had upon our firſt Summons (when wee came before the Towne ) 
ſeemed willing to Treat, and upon good tearmes to ſurrender. Bug 
making ſome crifling delayes for three or foure dayes, till they had got 
more ſtrength into the Towne from the other fide of the River ( which 
we could not prevent) they then ſlightly broke off, and we heard no 
more from chem, till we had made the breaches into the Caftle, and 
then they ſent out againe deficeing to Treat.. We received their Propo- 
fittons { which conteyned large demands, concerning the free Tolerati- 
on of their Religion, and cheic Biſhops, and Prieſts to injoy their Officer, 
power, and Revenues hereabouts, and the Towneſmen their Liberties, 
and Eſtates free ) We rejeQed their Propoſitions with diſdaine, and 
without Anſwer. Bux beeing defirous , if is had appeared the will of 
God, to fave blood, and preven the ſpoyling of fo. Rich a Towne, 
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which we thought might bea place of ceceipt for many honeſt Families 
out of England, we offered them ia ſhort ( if they would immediately 
ſurrender ) co let the common Sonldiers goe to their homes ( upon en- 
gagement to ſerve no more againſt the Parliament, to give the Officers 
Quartet for life ( but to þe Piilfoners) and to ſecure the Towne from 
Pillage, or Plunder of the Souldiers, but their eſtates to be at the States 
mercy todiſpoſe of, But though thus wee ( then not knowing other- 
wiſe of the mind of God ;owards them ) were mercifu'ly inclined, God 
ſh:wed that he hada further controverſy againſt ſuch a Place, and Peo- 
ple, who had iaricht themſelves wich the ſpoyle of thz Innocent ( by 
Robbing and pillaging at Sea all Engliſh Merchants they could light on 
ſince the Warr began, and making a Trade of that Pyracy ) and whe:e 
( as we better underſtand face). there hath been ſo great cruelties ex- 
cerciſ:d towards ;Engliſh Proteſtants, . that were many in cheſz Parts at 
the beginning of the Warre, and now none left bur, either killed, or 
driven away. 

And therefore God (o ordered it, as to make them voinit up againe 
their ſtolne riches in one boure, and pay dearly for the innocent blood 
here ſpilt, for when-we had ſet downe our aforeſaid <tizr, and delivered 
itto their Commitioners toconvey into-the Towne , our men being 
ready to afſaulc the breaches of the Caſtle ; rhe Govecnour thereof for 
feare and haft accepted our termesfor himfelfe and his, and admitted 
our men into the Caltle ( and thereupon though it ſtood cleare with- 
.out the Walls of the Towne) yet ſo ſoone ts ever the Garciſon within 
the Towne faw our Colours 'upon:the Caſtle, they trad not confidence 
to ſtand to their Armes, ormaintaine their Walls fo long as to receive 
their Commiſſioners back with our offer. When we ( although wee 
would grant no Ceſſation of Armes for a minute yer ) had no thoughts 
of attempting any more at that time then the Caftle : -But they ran away 
from their Walls ( on that fide that was towards the Caftle; quicted 
theic Guards, and b:tooke themſelves towards their Boats ( waereof 
they had abundance belonging to their Ships at, their Keyes within the 
Haven ) which many of our Souldiers from the Caſtie and ſome higher 
gronnds perceiving, they fcll on of their owne accords , firſt without 
Ladders, lifting and helping one anqther with their Piles or any other 
way over the Waſle, and after with Ladders, till they weregot it: a good 
number into the Towne, and then ( the Enemy m2dz head and got 
heart againe , and attempting to have returned to theic Guaids and 
Wals ) .we ſoon beatand diſperſt ther, and poffeRt the Towne ( tieir 
Commillioners this while, not having hearcs to put themicl ves os the 
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Towne againe with our offer : ) Seeing thus the righteous hand of God 
upon fach a Towne and People, we thought not good nor Juſt to re- 
ſtraine off our S2uldiers from their right of Pillage, nor from doing of 
«execution upon the Ezemy ( where che entrar:*e was by force, and a re- 
fiſtarceendeavoured though coo late.) There was more ſparing of lives 
( of the Souldiery part of the Enemy here, therwat Drogheds) yet of 
their Souldiery and Townſmen here were about 1500 ſlaine or drowned 
(in boats ſunk by the multitude and weight of people preſſing into them.) 
Ic was a place ſerled the moſt deepe in ſuper ftirion and darkneffe that I 
have ſcene or heard of; and a peopte z:alous againſt any, thing of better 
light. God viſited both the deceivers and deceived together. Of their 
P:iefts ( which deceived and led them ) were many {liine. Some ( I heare 
of ) cam? bolding forth Crucifixes before them, and coojuring our Soul- 
diets ( tor his ſake that ſaved us all ) to ſave their lives ; yet our Soul- 
dizrs would not owne thetic dead Images for our living (Saviour 3 bus 
ſtruck them dead wich their Ido!s; many of their Prieſts ( being got 
ropether it a Church of the Towne, where tis ſayd, many poore Pro- 
teſtants were kept and killed together in the beginning of the Rebellion) 
were {].ine together by our Souldiers about their Altar. | 
The riches of the Towne, ( wherein as to Houſhold Furniture, Merchandiſe, and 
Tradeing Commodiries, it did abound ) being fo ill gained as I have faid, was { moſt 
parc ) raken or rent, and torne a peices, or waſted ard ſpoyled by the Souldiery in oge 
hower or two. The grofſer ſorts, and ſtores of Merchandiſe which our Sowfdiers 
minded not in the hower of Plunder as Hides, Tallow, Salt, Pipe ſtaves, Iron, gcc. 
With all thiir Ships and Boates fall into the States hands, and we have appoynted 
Commiſſtoners ro colle& and improove them for the Publique, as alſo to 15nd ng 
: buy back from the Souldiery ( as they may for ſmall Prices) all Houſhould Furniture, 
to be kept for ſuch honeſt Families as ſhall hereafter come out of England to Inhabir 
thts Towne, we being deſirous by auy ſuch eacouragements to draw over a Generation 
and Seed of good people ( if God ſee it good ) to poſſefſe ſuch places, and to plant 
the Countreyes. Thus I thonght good as wy time will admit, to give ſome hints of 
thoſe remarkable diſpenſations of God in righteous judgements upon the adyerfarics of 
his peace and glory, and mercies towards his People, whom he has wrought to a deny- 
all of themſelves, and dependance on his goo4 will. He ſuffers us to undergoe much 
hardſhips, by wer and cold Seaſons, withour habitation or ſhelter, and many extreme - 

ries even for want of Bread { while in the Feild ) but recompenceth all with the com» 

forts of his preſence, and the beholding of his wiſdome, power, juſtice, and goodnefſe 

in all his dealings. Our Army is much weakned with ficknefſe { eſpecially among 

the Regiments that came freſh with us out of England ) we have above a third part 

of chem ficke of the Fluxe, or Feavers left at Doblin and here, ard many Tmall Gar- 

riſons in the way. The Army advanced hence Yeſterday, againſt rhe Garriſons of
